Hereley were ruddy as Jonathan apples fronr 
the scouring of the keen wind arid his per- 
sonality breathed the genial atmosphere of a 
Santa Claus without the whiskers. 

Content that the city still pays him a sa)- 
ary of $3,000 a year for curbing the objec- 
tions of inconsiderate citizens who are up- 
ethical enough in traction matters to object 
to being frozen in street cars and perhaps 
courting death through attacks of pneu- 
monia, pleurisy, and other winter ailments, 
Mr. Hereley rubbed his hands together in 
the sizzling warmth furnished by the city 


| hall heating plant and realized how good it

Has Clerical Assistance. 

' His feeling of contentment increased ae he 
looked over at the young woman stenogra- 
pher patting her back hair, and reflected 
upon the hardships that would accrue to him 
in the way of writing weathér observations 
for the traction companies without cleric! 
assistance. 

From this almost lethelike state of rest- 
filness, Mr. Hereley was roused by the 
jangle of his telephone bell. It was a tusty 
ring, slitting the stillness with distressing 
insistence until Mr. Hereleg raised the re- 
ceiver to his edr and in a tone of resignatior 
said, *“ Well.”” From long experience, he 
was led to deduce that the person at the other 
end of the telephone wire was one of those 
annoying individuals who think the legal de- 
gree of warmth should be maintained in 
street cars. Mr. Hereley’s intuition stood 
him in good stead. The individual who want- 
ed to speak to him was just that inconsid- 
erate. 

Pesters Him with Questions. 

** What is the minimum temperature speci- 
fied by law for the interior of street cars?” 
asked the human gnat who was pestering 
big Mr- Hereley. 

“ Pitty, degrees, I think,” reaponded Mr. 
Hereley in the tone of one who thinks he 
knows, Dut isn’t quite sure. 

‘* What is the fine prescribed in cases where 
the temperature is found to be below the 
mark prescribed by law?’ persisted the an- 
hoying person. 

Mr> Hereley allowed that they might be 
fined $25, but with gallantry he refrained 
from discussion of the probability of such 4 
hardship being inflicted upon the companies 
for chilling people. It was assumed by the 
inconsiderate citizen that to fine the com- 
panies might influence them to squander 
electrical current for the purpose of keeping 
passengers warin. 


Few Cars Warm; Many Cold. 

It was after this conversation that an in- 
yestigator for THE TRIBUNS started out to 
take some haphazard observations of ther- 
moteters in street cars. Before boarding 
any of the cars he read the thermometer out- 
‘side the Tribune building in Madison street. 
It registered 18 degrees above gero, At the 
game time a paseing Milwaukee avenue car, 
belonging to a line upon which there is as 
frequent opening and shutting of doors as 
there is upon any line in Chicago, registered 
54 degrees, proving that it is pogsible to heat 
the cars above the legal minimum. Division 
street car No. 488—Division street is another 
busy line—was warmed to 64 degrees, thus 
giving further proof of the feasibility of 
obeying the law. 

Then came the law violating cars, there 
being about seven out of every teh cars run- 
ning in which the respiration of passengers 
was converted into white vapor. 

In car 641 of the Wells and Sheffield ine— 
a late model pay as you enter car—the ther- 
mometer registered 36 degrees.’ This was 14 
degrees under the Jegal minimum 

Taxpayers Shiver in Silence. 

It was exactly as cold—36 degrees—in car 
No. 222 of the Southport avenue line. Like- 
wise, the passengers were just as unhappy, 
but they were so used to the discomfort that 
they considered it of no use to kick. If by 
chance any of them did think of kicking, 
probably they were more consideraterof the 
feelings of Mr. Hereley than was the per- 
son who a short time before had called him 
up to tell him that the cars were cold. ; 

In car No. $002 of the Halsted and Seventy- 
ninth street ine. the thermometer registered 
47 degrees. 

Car 5108 of the same line was stil) worse 
off—the temperature in it being only 40 de- 
greec. 

A Twelfth street car next waa boarded, the 
temperature in it being recorded by the ther- 
mometer at 42 degrees. 

For the purpose of making the investiga- 
tion as impartial as possible. the next car 
boarded was Ogden avenue car No. 4815. The 
thermometer in it registered 41 degrees. 

A few minutes before 6 o'clock the inves- 
tigator called up Mr. Hereley’s office. 

There was noresponse. Taking the custom 
of city halt employés as a premise, the in- 
vestigator deduced that Mr. Hereley had 
“put one over” on the clock by getting out 
of the Stepe etene the Siete Feeckes.

World’s Largest Gas Tank Ex: 
plodes in Hamburg, Germany. 


SOME ARE SAFE IN WATER, 


Survivors Crawl Into Reservoirs an 
Are Almost Boiled. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNDS.] 

HAMBURG, Dec. 7.—Twenty-seven biaz- 
ing, shrieking human skyrockets hurtied 
across Hamburg’s water front today, im- 
pelled by the explosion of the largest’ gas 
reservoir in the world. Their doom was her- 
alded by a crashing ,roar which made the 
city think for a dazed, sickening moment 
that an earthquake had happened. 

And then, higher than the highest building 
in Hamburg, a sheet of red, and green, and 
purple flame curled into the heavens and 
obliterated even the aerial trail of sparks 
which was all they had left behind to remind 
the world that only a moment before they 
had been living workmen. 

The gas reservoir which exploded was not 
completed, and had it contained its full ca- 
pacity of 7,000,000 feet of gas, instead of 
only 350,000 cubic feet, which had been ad- 
mitted for testing purposes, its explosion 
might have wiped out an entire district of 
the city. 

Hammers’ Jar Causes Split. 

It is supposed the explosion was caused 
when the jer of the pneumatic hammers with 
which the workers were fastening rivets in 
the outer jacket caused a fissure to open in 
its containing walls. The gas apparently 
rushed out and inte the retort house, where 
it was ignited from the open furnaces. 

The fire department from the entire city 
was en route to the scene before an alarm 
had been turned in through regular chan- 
nels. The explosion called them all, but 
when they arrived with the most modern 
apparatus it was several hours before they 
could get into action on the flames, which | 
meanwhile destroyed another large tank and 
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| workmen. 


plosion were found by the firemen. They 


were so horribly burned and torn as fo beal-. 


ost beyond ideftification. Among the sev- 
ehteen whose bodies have not yet been recov- 
ered is the chief engineer of the gas works, 
who was on the scaffolding supervising the 
Fear is expressed that the other 
bodies may never be recovered, aé itis more 
than probable that the men literally were 
blown to atoms by the force of the explosion.

as your reason for giving them these orders?” 
asked Mr. Fisher. 

“I don’t recall at present whether the rep- 
resentations were made previous to this or 

afterwards,’ answered Mr. Coleman after 
some hesitation. 

Mr. Fisher then called his attention to the 
fact that the bill for these castings, ordered 
on one requisition was for $546.84, which te 
over the legal limit of $500 for requisitions, 
and wanted to know how it happened. 


Business Agent in the Dark. 

“When the requisition*comes in like this 
ealling for double hydrant castings weighing 
three and one-half tons I have no means of 
telling whether it would be over or: under 
$500,"" replied Mr. Coleman. The same ex- 
planation was given regarding another 
voucher for $537.56, although in this case Mr 
Coleman pointed out on the requisition that 
the department estimate was only gag 37 on 
the order. 

‘Ts that a matter of frequent occurrence in 
your department?’ asked Mr. Fisher. 

“No. sir,” replied the business agént with 
greater alacrity than.he had hitherto dis- 
played in answering questions. 

Coleman could not explain how it happened 
that two requisitions bearing consecutive 
mumbers for the same class of material. 
bearing a time stamp showing they had been 
received at the identical moment on the same 
day. and each calling for castings in amount 
costing more then $500 could have been 
passed by him except that there were so 
many he couldn't keep track of them all. 

“You could not do that sort of thing if you 
were getting competitive bids, could you?” 
erked Mr. Fisher. 

“It doesn’t follow if there were com- 
petitive bids that. I could not give it to them. 
I don’t exactly have to give anything to the 
lowest bidder,’ replied Coleman. 

Mr. Coleman excused himself for not hav-

Mr. Drew bas been playing at the Empire 
theater in ‘“Inconstant George.” There is 
no understudy for his part, and it was said 
at the’ theater tonight that the play would be 
postponed indefinitely. 


Horse Too Light for Actor. 

The accident happened near the intersec- 
tion of the bridle path and Central drive 
Mr. Drew, with his da@ghter, left their home 
at Hotel Webster, Weet Forty-fifth street. 
shortly after noon for their daily ride through 
the partk. Mr. Drew was mounted on a 
light horse, almost a pony, which, according 
to a mounted policeman, did not seem to be 
wp to the actor's weight. 

The horee stumbled, throwing Mr. Drew 
over its head. -He struck on his left side and 
lay still, The horse, in recovering from the 
stumble, trampled on its rider. The blow 
from its hoofe may have been a glancing one, 
for although a mounted policeman who went 
to help the actor found that his clothing had 
been cut through above his abdomen, the 
doctors at the hospital seemed certain he had 
no serious hurts beyond those already men- 
tioned.

fendant today in a suit for $280,000 damages 


, filed by Beck in behalf of Heney and by his 


instructions. Heney today resigned the as- 
sigtant district attorneyship he has held for 
two years, 

The action is based on alleged libelous 
statements made by Crocker in a signed 
article in the Evening Post of New York 
City. Heney says Crocker, who now is in 
New York, has been served with the com- 
plaint, and. the case will be pressed to trial 
in the federal court of this’ district. 

Crocker’s present trouble is the outcome of 
a reply to an Evening Post editorial. The 
publication referred to.Crocker as “‘ one of 
the rich men of San Francisco who were 
willing to back Heney just as long as he 
confined his operations to the small fry, but 


withdrew their support when Heney under- ; 


took to try Patrick Calhoun and announced 
his intention of prosecuting ‘ respectable’ 
men higher up.” 


Crocker Replies by Letter. 

In his letter of reply, which wae published 
last Friday, Crocker wrote: 

“TIT was earnestly for the punishment of 
criminality without regard to persons of in- 
terests,“but I could not stomach a system of 
procedure marked at a hundred stages by the 
corruption of witnesses, conspiracy with of- 
ficers of the court, trafficking in exemptions 
with the grossest offenders, including both 
Schmitz and Ruef, the fixing of juries; and a 
policy of falsehood. 

“It is possible that the miscalled graft 
prosecution at San Francisco had at~Tts be- 
ginning some glimmer of moral purpose. 
There were those—I among them—who 
thought it had and who gave it such support 
at the beginning as its pretensions justified. 
But soon it appeared that the motives of 
those who undertook the movement were 
selfish and malicious; that the thing they 
really were after was the wreaking of ur- 
worthy revenge. After its first steps the pro- 
cedure became a carfiival of flegitimacies. 
Evil passions dominated it: legality and do- 
cency were thrown to the winds.” 


Glad Heney Was Defeated. 

After expressing satisfaction over the de- 
feat of Heney at the polls, Crocker conclud- 
ed his letter as follows: 

“The result of the election is to substi- 
tute regularity, legality, and judicial spirit 
for the passionate, revengeful, and criminal 
methods of Francis J. Heney ard his back- 
ers. ~ That is the whole story, and it hardly 
needs to be added that it will make directly 
for the peace and@ incidentally for the 
prosperity of San Francisco.”

Is Latin a dead language? Not at the Oak 
Park High school. 

This fact is vouched for by Miss Frances 
B. Sabin, a teacher in the classical depart- 
ment, in an article in the current School Re- 
view. Miss Sabin backs up her statement 
with an abundance of illustrations showing 
to what practical uses the so-called im- 
practical language may be put when one 
knows how. 

The article in question is entitled “ An Ex- 
periment in High School Publications,” and 
concerns the publication known ae the Lat- 
ine, edited by four students, who, “ of neces- 
sity,” are assisted by members of the fac- 
ulty. 


Baseball Treated Classically, 

To show how up to date it really is, Miss 
Sabin names some of the subjects treated in 
essays in the magezine. Here are a few 
“written up ”’ entirely in Latin: 

Baseball news, 

Plays at Chicago theaters. 

Bible passages, 

Latest advertisements, and the good points 
of the things advertised, 

Poem to the janitor. 

Descriptions of prominent faculty members. 

Well known novels, 

Jokes on teachers and pupils and bright 
stories in general, 

Orations ef the turkey before Thankagiving. 

Another popular innovation, introduced to 
relieve the monotony, is poems half English 
and half Latin, of which the following is an 
example: 

Felis sedet by a hole, 

Intenta she cum omni soul prendre rate} 

Mice curcurrunt over the floor 

In numero duo, tres, or more obliti cats. 

The whole idea, classed as a “ pedagogical 
experiment,’ has been a decided success, in- 
sists the author. While dealing with Latin, 
it seeks to meet the student on the common 
ground of humor. 


Laugh in Latin; It’s Good for You. 

“ Laughing together is sometimes quite as 
effective as a religious rite as praying to- 
gether, and smooths away many personal 
differences,”’ Miss Sabin says. “* The Latin 
attempts to show the pupil that the language 
is adapted to modern life and not confined 
to the pages of his classical texts. Thus, he 
gets a better conception of Latin as the 
speech of actually living men and women 
when he feels that they also said, * Please 
pass the bread.’ If he can see roller skating 
translated into Latin he is in a better mood 
to understand your abstract dictum that 
‘all men are human.’ 

“It tries to afford material for sight read- 
ing, so persona! in ite nature that for once in 
his life the pupil will be eager to read Latin. 
Of course, too, he finds it easier. Une boy 
conveyed his appreciation of the pian by say~ 
ing, ‘The Latine Latin is better than Cice- 
ro’s. I can read it right off.’ Then itis often 
about himself or his best friend, and he isn't 
going to fail to try at least to see what the 
sentence means. One of the most succeseful 
numbers in this connection was that in wnicn 
phrases and words from Cesar and Cicero 
and Virgil were applied to some student. 
For instance, ‘ Tardissime venit’ is applied 
to the boy or girl always tardy.”

ORDERS OF POLICE IGNORED. 


Through Many Administrations Pro- 
prietor Served at Forbidden Hours. 


For the first time since he started in the 
saloon and restaurant business, more than 
twenty-seven years ago, “Coffee John” 
closed his place at 1 o'clock this morning. 

Only a small percentage of those who for 
years have patronized ‘‘ Coffee John’s” es- 
tablishment at 76 Fifth avenue, know that the 
proprietor’s name is John Prosser. The only

is “ Coffee John "’—a name given him by a 
newspaper reporter the first day he engaged 
in business at 81 Fifth avenue. 

Orders from successive chiefs of police dur- 
ing the last twenty-five years regarding the 
closing of saloons at midnight or 1 o’ clock had 
no. terror for *‘ Coffee John.” The policeman 
on the post would execute his instructions by 
notifying Prosser and the latter always ac 
cepted the closing order amilngiy anu tnen 
rem ask the officer “ what he wae going to 

ave.” 


Good Cheer for the Thirsty. 


When every other bar in Chicago was 
closed tight, the thirsty man, if he knew the 
ropes, could always get a drifik at “ Coffee 
John’s."” Perhaps he would have to sit down 
at & table and order one of ‘‘ Coffee John's ”’ 
hot free lunches, but he got his drink, and 
could eat or forego the lunch. 

“ Coffee-John " is one of the oldest and best 
known. restaurateurs In the loop district. 
His place’has for many years been a head- 
quarters for skat players and members of 
German‘ turner and singing sdcieties. 

He is the originator of the ‘hot free hunch 
on individua) plates,” as was the wording of 
a sign that hung in his place for years. 

He was in business for twelve years at 81 
Fifth avenue, and then moved across the 
street to the basement of the building now 


‘known as the Board of Review. He has 


occupied his present quartera nearly thirteen 
years. 


Frequented by All Classes. 

“Coffee John's'’’ resort has been a mieet- 
ing place at noon for city hall officials, 
politicians, big and smal), and business men 
in the neighborhood. One of the tronclad 
rules of the establishment always has been to 
never sell a drink te a man “ who has had 
enough.”’ 

Year in and year out, police order or no 
order, “Coffee John’’ was the only saloon- 
keeper in the city who, when others closed, 
remained open. 

Chief of Police Badenoch tried to close the 
saloons at midnight, and he was successful, 
too, except in regard to “Coffee John.’’ 
Chiefs Collins, O'Neill; .Brennan, Kipley, 
Hubbard,.and the rest of them issued similar 
orders, which were obeyed by alksaloonkeep- 
érs but “Coffee John." For some reason, 
which the policeman on the beat has never 
been able to find out, “ Coffee John” was 
immune from the closing order. 


“Just Kept Open; That’s All.” 

“It wasn't a matter of defying the police; 
neither did he give up any money for protec- 
tion,” said a commanding officer who has 
been in the downtown district several years.

When the 
Panama canal estimates for 1911 are added 
the surplus is turned into a deficit of $12,132,- 
197 . : 


Secretary MacVeagh, ‘emphasizing. the 
“hard rigidity of the present revenue sys- 
tem, with its recurrent economical agitations 
and its long intervals of fixity,’’ says it will 
be necessary to meet these deficits to sell el- 
ther bonds or certificates of indebtedness. 
**In due course,’ he adds, “it would seem 
that it must be made practicable to both 
estimate réceipts with a close approxims- 
tion to the actual, and to provide for their 
@nnua! rise or fall by some flexible factors in 
our annual taxation.”’ 

Reductions in the. present estimates, Mr. 
MacVea declares, result from improved 
handling of the government work and the 
postponement of expenditures which can be 
delayed in an effort to adjust immediate ex- 
penses and receipts. ‘He sounds a warning, 
however, that. the reductions in appropria- 
tions will be disappointing unless equal at- 
tention is given to other important savings. 

Lack of 0 tion, 

The report reviews the organization, or 
- Yather lack of organizafion, ‘of the fiscal! re- 
sponsibilities of the éxecitive ‘and legisia- 
tive branches of the government ‘and the 
reorganization thereof ‘now in progress. He 
voices the hope that there-will be“ constant 
Progress away from the extreme. @ikorgan- 
,Sedtion of the past,”’ and observes that “ even 
if. our country is rich it cannot afford to be 
wholly unscientific in its appropriations.” 

Probably the most important recommenda- 
tion made bythe secretary is that the tax on 
Dank circulation secured by United States 
bonds hereaftee deposited bearing iftterest 
higher than 2 per cént shall be increased in 
exact proportion to the increase In the rate 
of interest above 2 per cent. He advises 
eontinuance of the rate of % of 1 per cent 
for circulation based on 2 per cent bonds. 


Favors 3 Per Cent Canal Bonds. 

Mr. MacVeagh says that if the Panama 
bonds authorized by the law of Aug. 5, 1909, 
should be issued at 3 per cent they wouid 
have a much better circulation privilege than 
the outstanding 2 per cents, the tax being 
only 1 per cent. - He would make the tax on 
them 1% per cent; otherwise the already low 
market value of the’2 per cents would unduly 
decline. 

At the same time, Mr MacVeagh says, itis 
desirable to complete the legislation respect- 
ing the new Pa a bonds to make them 
available so as to begin the settlement ofthe 
indebtedness ‘to’ the. general fund of the 
tredsury of the Panama.canal. 

He suggerts-that if the sale of any of those 
bonds should produce “more cash than the 
treasury balanée ‘needs, some of the 2 per 
cents might be bought in the'market for the 
sinking fund, thus keeping the market price 
of the latter class above par, , 


Better Never Have Issued. 2 Per Cents. 


Declaring that the government has not and 
never has had a 2 per cent borrowing power, 
Mr. MacVeagh says it possibly, would have 
been better never to have issued 2 per cent 
bonds or bonds at any rate belw the gov- 
erpment’s borrowing power in the open mar- 
ket. He says that as a basis for circulation 
they have no elasticity; that practically all 
are held by the banks as a basis of circula- 
tion; and that the banks would: suffer so 
heavy a loss in an attempt to dispose of them 
that the influence of the situation is conse- 
quently decidedly against the retirement of 
circulation. 

The secretary, discussing the rehabilita- 
tion of the customs service in progress as a 
result of the extensive frauds discovered at 
the port of New York, says: 

“It is clear thet the influence of local 
politics. and politicians upon the customs 
service has been most deleterious and ‘has 
Promoted that laxity and Jow tone which pre- 
pare and furnish an inviting soil for dis- 
honesty and fraud.

| States and Canada. 


Convention Awaits Ratification. 


“The convention providing for the'settle- 
ment of international differences between the 
United States and Canada, including the ap- 
portionment between the two countries of 
certain of the boundary waters and the ap- 
pointment of commissioners to adjust certain 
other questions, signed on the lith day of 
January, 1909, and to the ratification of which 
the senate gave its adVice and consent on 
March 3, 1909, has not yet been ratified on 
the part of Great Britain. 

‘Commissioners have been appointed on the 
| part of the United States to act jointly with 
commissioners on the part.of Canada in ex- 
amining into the question of obstructions 
in the.8t. John river between Maine and 
New Brunswick, and to make recommenda- 
tions for the regulation of the uses thereof, 
and are now engaged in this work. 

“Negotiations for an international confer- 
ence to consider and reach an arrangement 
providing for the preservation and protection 
of the fur seals in the North Pacific are in 
progress with the governments of Great 
Britain, Japan, and Russia. The attitude of 
the governments interested leads me to hope 
for a satisfactory settlement of this question 
as the ultimate ontcome of the negotiations. 

“The second peace conference recently held 
at The Hague adopted a convention for the 
establishment of an International Prize couft 
upon. the joint proposal of delegations of the 
United. States, France, Germany, and Great 
Britain. The law to be obeerved. by the tri- 
binal in the decision of prize cases was; how- 
ever, left in an uncertain and therefore un- 
satisfactory staie.” 


Conference at Drees. 


The “presidént refers to the thternational 
conference at Brussels on Sept. 28 last which 
resulted in the signature and referendum of 
a convention for the unification of certain 
maritime regulation, and to the conference 
at London on Dec. 2 

He says the United States will be soprenint 
ed at the world conference for promoting 
uniform legislation concerning letters of ex- 
change at The Hague In June, 1910, and 
recommends adequate representation by the 
United* States at the world’s fair in Belgium 
next year. 

In regard to the Congo, he says the attitude 
of the United States ie one of benevolent en- 
couragement and hopeful trust that the re- 
forms undertaken soon will justify the wis- 
that inspires them. 

The president reviews the inquiry into Li- 
berian conditions and says the report of the 
commissioners now id under consideration 
by the state department. It is hoped, he says, 
that there may result some help ul measures. 

Touching on Spitzbergen he says the United 
States accepted the invitation to take part in 
a conference regarding the status of the 
islands under the condition that all interests 
there already vested should be protected, 
and with other reservations, 


Praises Turkey’s Progress. 

The president praises Turkey for its re- 
cent strides forward, and thinks there now 
are more opportunities for America obtain- 
ing a greatet share of commerce In the near 
east than ever before. 

After giving praise to pan-American diplo- 
macy in the settlement of the.Peru-Bolivia 
boundary difference, the president calls at- 
tention to the fourth pan-American confer- 
ence. which will open at Buenos Affres on 
July- 9 next, and asks appropriation for 
tinited States participaticn. He also points 
out the great international agriculturel ex- 
hibition at Buenos Afres from May to No- 
vember, 1910, at which the United States has 
been invited to participate. Regarding the 
importance of this the president says: 

“Today moré than ever before American 
capital is, seeking investment in foreign 
countries, and American products are more 
and more’ generally seeking foreign markets. 
As a consequence, in all countries there are 
American citizens: and American interests 
to be protected, on occasion, by their govern- 
ment. 

“These movements of men, of capital, and of 
commodities bring peoples and governments 
closer together and so form bonds of peace 
and mutual dependency, as they must also 
naturally sometimes make passing points of 
friction. 

Responsibilities Are Increased. 

‘The resultant situation inevitably imposes 
upon this government vastly increased re- 
sponsibilities.

Policy in the Far East. 


The president refers to the work accom- 
plished by the internationa! bureau of Amer- 
ican republics,and continues: 

‘In the far east this government preserves 
unchanged its policy of supporting the prin- 
ciple of equality of opportunity and scrupu- 
lous respect for the integrity of the Chinese 
empire, to which policy are pledged the in- 
terested powers of both east and west. 

“By the treaty of 1908 China has undertaken 
the abolition of likin with a moderate and 
proportionate raising of the'customs tariff 
along with currency reform. These reforms 
being of manifest advantage to foreign com- 
merce as well ag to the interests of China, 
this government is. endeavoring to facilitate 
these measures and the needful acquiescence 
of the treaty of powers. When it appeared 
that Chinese likin revenues were to be 
hypothecated to foreign bankers in connec- 
tion with a great railway project, it was ob- 
vious that the goverrniments.whose nationals 
held this loan would have a certain direct in- 
terest in the question of the carrying out by 
China of the reforme in question. 


Share in Chinese Loan. 


“Happily, when it was asa matter of broad 
policy urgent that this opportunity should 
not be lost, the indispeneeble instrumenta!- 
ity presented itself wheh a group of American 
bankers of international reputation and 
great resources agreed at once to share in the 
loan upon precisely such terms as this gov- 
ernment should approve. Thechief of those 
terms was that American railway material 
should be upon an exact equality with that 
of the other nationals joining in the loan in 
the placing of orders for this whole ralfiroad 
system: 

“The results of the opium conference held a: 


' Shanghai last spring at the invitation of the 


United States have been laid before the gov- 
ernment. The report shows that China is 
making remarkable progress and admirable 


.efforta toward the eradication of the opium 


evil and that the governments concerned 


-have not allowed their commercial interests 


to interfere with a helpful coSperation in this 
reform. Collateral . investigations «of the 
opium question in this country Jead me to rec- 
ommend that the manufacture; sale, and 
use of opiumand its derivatives in the United 
States should be so far as possible more rig- 
orously controlled by legislation. 


Relations with Japan Cordial. 

“Our traditional relations with the Jap- 
anese empire continue cordial as usual. 
The arrangement of 1908 for a cotperative 
control of the coming ef laborers to the United 
States has proved to work satisfactorily: The 
matter of a revision of the existing treaty be- 
tween the United States and Japan which is 
terminable in 1912 is already receiving the 
study of both countries. 


STATE DEPARTMENT PLANS. 


Reorganization ls Indorsed and Con- 
sular Service Improvement Noted. 


“IT earnestly recommend to the favorable 
action of the congress the estimates submit- 
ted by the. department. of state,”’ contin- 
ues the president, “and most especia!l- 
ly the legislation -suggested in the sec- 
retary of state’s letter of this date, where- 
by it will be possible to develop and make 
permanent the reorganization of the depart- 
ment upon modern lines in a manner to make 
it a thoroughly ‘efficient instrument in the 
furtherance of our foreign trade and of 
American interests abroad. The plan'to have 
divisions of Latin-American and far eastern 
affairs and to institute a certain specializa- 
tion in business with Europe and the near 
east will at once commend itself. 

“These politico-geographical divisions and 
the detail from the diplomatic or consular 
service to the department of a number of 
men, who bring. to the study of complicated 
problems in different parts of the world prac- 
tical knowledge recently gained on the spot, 
clearly is of the greatest advantage to the 
secretary of state in foreseeing conditions 
likely to arise and in conducting the great 
variety of correspondence and negotiation.”’ 

The president refers to the recent executive 
steps taken for the improvement of the diplo- 
matic service and then takes up the tariff. 


Tariff Experts at Work. 
“Under a.provision of the act of Aug. 
5,. 1908,"" he continues, “I have appoint- 
ed three officials to assist the officers 
of the government in collecting infor- 


‘ mation neceseary to a wise administration 


of the tariff act of Aug. 6, 1908. As to ques. 
tions of customs administration they are co- 
operating with the officials of the treasury 
department and as to matters of the needs 
and the exigencies of our manufacturers and 
exporters, with the department of commerce 
and labor, in its relation to the domestic 
aspect of the subject of foreign commerce.’’ 


ECONOMY IS RECOMMENDED. 


Sufficiency of Revenue Most Vital 
Question Presented to Adminstration. 


Economy. is given great prominence in the 
president’s recommendations. On this ques- 
tion he says: 

‘Perhaps the most important question pre- 
sented to this administration is that of eoon- 
omy in expenditures gnd sufficiency. of reve-

bureaus, and offices of the government; and, 


provements that ultimately will have to be 
carried out, but which are now delayed with 
the hope that additional revenue in the future 
will permit their execution without producing 
a deficit.”’ 

A thorough reorganization of bureaus, offi- 
ces, and departments is advocated tn the in- 
terest of economy. 

The président speaks in favor of civil pen- 
sions, saying he is convinced that no other 
practical solution of the difficulties presented 
by the superannuation of civil sérvants can 
be found. He is opposed to a reduction of 
the salaries of government employés. 


CUSTOMS COLLECTION FRAUDS. 


Government Recovers Money from 
Sugar Company; Prosecutions Pushed. 


The president is opposed to an Investiga- 
tion at present by congress of the sugar 
scandal. He says: 

“I regret to refer to the fact of the discov- 
ery of extensive frauds in the collection of 
the customs revenue at New York City, in 
which a number of the subordinate employés 
in the weighing and other departments were 
directly concerned, and in which the bene- 
ficiaries were the American Sugar Refining 
company and others. The frauds consisted 
in the payment of duty on underweights of 
sugar. 

“The government has recovered from the 
American Sugar Refining company all that 
it is shown to have been defrauded of. The 
sum was received in full of the amount due, 
which might have been recovered by civil 
suit against the beneficiary of the fraud, but 
there wasan express reservation tn the con- 
tract of settlement by which the settlement 
should not interfere with or prevent the 
criminal prosecution of every one who was 
found to be subject to the same. 

“Criminal prosecutions are now proceeding 
against a number of the government officers. 
The treasury department and the department 
of justice are exerting every effort to dis- 
cover all the wrongdoers, including the offi- 
cers and’ employés of the companies who 
may have been privy tothe fraud. It would 
seem to me that an investigation of the 
frauds by congress at present, pending the 
probing by the treasury department and the 
department of Justice, as proposed, might by 
giving immunity and otherwise prove an e¢m- 
barrassment in securing coriviction of the 
guiky parties.” 


MAXIMUM AND MINIMUM 


Clause in Tariff Act Gives Wide Dis- 
cretion to the Execative. 


On the fear expressed of a tariff war Mr. 
Taft says: 

“Two features of the new tariff act call for 
special reference. By virtue of the clause 
known as the ‘Maximum and Minimum’ 
clause, it is the duty of the executive to 
consider the laws and practices of other 
countries with reference to the importation 
into those countries of the products and 
merchandise of the United States, and if the 
executive finds such laws and practices not to 
be unduly discriminatory against the United 
States, Be minimum duties provided in the 
bill are’to go into force. 

“Unless the president makes such a finding, 
then the maximum duties provided in the 
bill, that is, an increase of 25 per cent ad 
valorem over the minimum duties, are to be 
in force. Fear has been expré@@sed that this 
power conferred and duty- imposed on the 
executive is likely to lead to a tariff war. 
I beg to exprese the hope and belief that 
no such result need be anticipated. 

“The discretion granted to the executive by 
the terms ‘unduly discriminatory’ ‘is wide. 
In order that the maximum duty shall be 
charged against the imports from @ country 
it is necessary that he shall find on the part 
of that country not only discrimination In its 
laws or the practice under them againat the 
trade of the United States, but that the dis- 
criminations found shal) be undue; that is, 
without good and fair reason, 


Tariff War Not Sought. 


“T conceive that this power was reposed in 
the president with the hope that the maxi- 
mum duties might never be applied ta any 


' case, but that the power to apply them would 


enable the president and the state depurt- 
ment, through friendly negotiation, to secure 
the elimination from the laws and the prac- 
tice under them of any foreign country of 
that which is unduly discriminatory. No one 
is seeking a tariff war or a condition in which 
the spirit of retaliation shall be aroused. - 
“The new tariff law enables me to appoint 
a tariff board to assist me in connection with 
the department of state in the administra- 
tion of the minimum and maxifnum clause 
of the act and also to aswist officers of the 
government in the administration of the 
entire law. An examination of the law and 
an understanding of the nature of the facts

NAVY DEPARTMENT ACTIVE. 


Voyage Around the World Adds to 
the National Prestige. 


In speaking on the subj subject of the navy Mr. 
Taft says the recent voyage around the 
world added to the national prestige. Of 
naval) reform he says: 

“Our enlisted personnel, recruited from all 
sections of the country, is young and ener- 
getic ahd représentative of the . national 
spirit. It is, moreover, owing to its intelli- 
gence, capable of quick training into the 
modern man-of-war's mah. Our cfficers are 
earnest and sealous in théir profession, but 
it is a regrettable fact that the higher officers 
are old for the responsibilities of the modern 
navy, and. the admirals do not arrive at, flag 
rank young enough to obtain adequate train- 


tng in their duties as flag officers. This need . 


for reform in the navy has been ably and 
earnestly presented to congress by my pred- 
ecessor, and I also urgently recommend the 
subject for consideration. 


Reorganization of Officers. 


“Early in the coming session a comprehen- 
sive plan for the reorganization of the officers 
of all corps of the navy wil) be presented to 
congress, and I hope it will meet with action 
suited to its urgency. 

“Owing to the necessity for economy in ex- 
penditures, I have directed the curtailment 
of recommendations for naval appropria- 
tions so that they are thirty-eight millions 
less than the corresponding estimates of last 
year, and the request for new naval con- 
struction is limited to two first class battle- 
ships and one repair vessel. 

Stating that the United States has in the 
naval observatory the most magnificent as- 
tronomical establishment in the world, Mr. 
Taft urges a law for the appointment by the 
president of an eminent astronomer as its 
head, who shall hold the place by a tenure at 
least as permanent as that of the superin- 
tehdent of the coast survey. 


EXPEDITION OF JUSTICE. 


Change in Procedure to Cat Ex- 
pense and Time Recommended. 


The president favore expedition in the 
judiciary, saying the celerity with which 
English courts transact business makes the 
United States method appear archaic. He 
says: 

“The deplorable delays in the administra- 
tion of civil and criminal law have received the 
attention of committees of the American Bar 


‘ association and of many state bar associa- 


tions, as well as the coneidered thought of 
judges and jurists. In my judgmenta change 
in judicial procedure, with a view to reducing 
its expense to private Htigants in civil cases 
and facilitating the dispatch of business and 
final decision in both civil and criminal cazses, 
constitutes the greatest need in our American 
institutions. I do not doubt for one moment 
that much of the lawless violence and cruel- 
ty exhibited in lynchings is dcirectly due to 
the uncertainties and injustices growing out 
of the delays in trials, Judgments, and the 
executions thereof by our courts.” 

Mr. Taft thinks the procedure in the fed- 
era! courts shoul? furnish an example for the 
state courts. His recommendation for re- 
form is: 

“I recommend legislation providing for 
the appointment by the president of a 
armmission with authority to examine the 
lew and equity procedure of the federal 
ecurts of first instance, the law of appeals 
from those courts to the courts of appeals 
and to the Supreme court, and the costs im- 
posed in such procedure upon the private 
litigants and upon the public treasury and 
make recommendation with a view to sim- 
plifying and expediting the procedure as far 
as possible and making it as inexpensive as 
may be to the litigant of little means.” 

Legisiation is recommended to carty out 
the pledge of the Republican party platform 
in 1908, regarding injunctions.

For particulars consult 
the report of the superintendent of the 
New York insurance department on the 
administration of the late president of 
the Phenix company, whose renfoval from 
office he ordered. The report, which con- 
demns his administration, also condemns 
that of the superintendent’s predecessors 
in office. It appears that there had been 
no examination of the company’s affairs 
for twenty years. The reason may be 
found in the fact that the company 
through its president had for several 
years been in the habit of lending con- 
siderable sums to state insurance officials. 

So it appears that the proper adminis- 
tration of the affairs of New York insur- 
ance companies is in many instances de- 
pendent upon the governor of the state. 
If he shall put at the Bead of the insur- 
ance department a capable and incorrupt- 
ible man, everything will go well. If be 
shall let some politician fill the office, as 
has often been the case, lax and illegal 
management may go on undiscovered and 
unpunished. A compliant board of di-

But thie is not without fts drawbacks. For when, 
either through commerecia)]. difficulties or through- the 
introduction of new Interests into the firm, the wine 
growing business passes out of the family, its armorial 
bearings, having become. the trade mark of the concern, 
go along with the latter, and thus become alienated 
from the noble house upen which originally they were 
bestowed, 

There have been several lawsuite tn this connection 
in France, which invariably have terminated tn orcs 
by the tribunals in favor of the business, and ‘against. 
the family. For instance, if the ducal family of Monte- 
bello were to sell its valuable champagne growing 
business, the purchaser would have the exclusive right 
to the ducal coat of arms, wing to its having be- 
come a trade mark; while the duke of Montebello 
and the members of his family would be debarred 
from any use whafBoever thereof, either on their car- 
riages, note paper, or in any other manner, since it 
would constitute the illegal use of a trade mark which 
had passed out of their possession.

Nobody need pay a tradesman's bill in England for 
articles furnished if the same, although of English 
manufacture, are described by a foreign name. This 
is by virtue of a law enacted several hundred years 
ago for the purpose of preventing discrimination 
It. never has been 
repealed, and still remains in existence. By virtue 
ef its provisions any woman who has a dress nade 
for her in London, and finds: that it is described in 
the bill as a “tolflette,” instead of as a gown or 4 
frock, can legally ignore the claim against her in con- 
nection therewith. 

In the same way a bootmaker who is foolish enough 
to describe the shoes which he supplies to his cus- 
tomer as “Blucher” boots:runs the risk of losing 
his money. “Spanish” onions and “ Brussels” sprouta, 
if grown in England, according to this are equally 
liable to have the law invoked against the bill ren- 
dered on their accovt; and it Is a yery serious ques- 
tion whether a hotel or restaurant beat can be held 
by any Bontface for a meal if the latter happens to 
be described as a “table d’hote.” 

Theoretically this law is’ not obsolete. It is just as 
capable of enforcement today as those statutes enacted 
in the reign of Charles II. on the subject of Sunday 
rest, and which are continually being enforced against 
Sabbath breakers: There are hundreds of these. queer 
old laws, which owe their preservation toe the fact that 
strictly speaking there is no regular‘ code of British 
jurisprudence; and that English: law consists of hun- 
dreds, nay, thousands, of acts of parliament, legislated 
into existence by successive parilaments during the 
last six centuries, which In many cases have been en- 
tirely forgotten, and that are every now and then dis- 
covered again by means of antiquarian research. 
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In view of the discussion as to the escape of the 
dauphin from the Temple prison in Paris after the guil- 
lotining of his parents, Louls XVI. and Queen Marie 
Antoinette, which Lavedan’s new play, “Sire,"“ once 
more has brought on the tapis, it may be just as 
well to explain that even if the story ascribed to ex- 
Premier. Clemenceau is true, according to which the 
government is about to publish the documents in its 
possession, establishing beyond possibility of contra- 
diction the fact that the one time cleockmaker Naun- 
dorf was the missing dauphin, this would in nowise 
affect ‘the statua of the Guke of Orleans in the eyes 


of French Royalists and of those foreign courts which : 


look upon him as a possible future ruler of France. 
For the original Naundorf married a woman of humble 
birth. And his son did the same, so that the latter's 
three boys, namely, John, Charles, and Louis, who 
today represent the so-called Naundorf Bourbons, can- 
mot be regarded as of royal birth, or ag possessed of 
any of the qualifications indispensable to royal status 
and to rank as princes of the blood. 

From @ monarchical point of view it is sine qua non 
for a scion of royalty to have not only a father but 
also a mother of royal birth; or at any rate the mother 
should belong to those mediatized houses of the nobility 
formerly exercising sway as petty sovereigns who are 
entitled to mate on a@ footing of equality with the new 
reigning dynasties. Marriage between the prince of 
the blood and a woman who is elther an ordinary noble. 
or a member of the bourgeotsie is ipso facto sufficient 
to deprive the issue of the union of any royal status, 
and at the best it Is looked upon as morganatic progeny. 

From this ft will be seen that no matter how con- 
Clusive the proofs that John, Charles, and Louis de 
Bourbon of the so-called Naundorf branch are the 
grandsons of the missing dauphin and the great-grand- 
sons of Louis XVI. and of Marie Antoinette, they would 
not secure recognition at any court In Europe as princes 
of the blood, nor could they supplant the @uke of 
Orleans in his position as the acknowledged chief and 
candidate of the French Royalist party, as the prin+« 
cipal heir, in fact, of whatever rights the royal house 
of Bourbon may possess in France. For the ancestry 
of the duke of Orleans fs distinctly royal in every 
generation since Louls XIV. There is no doubt to 
this, now that the myth as to the paternity of tine 
Louis Philippe has been set at rest.

DENEEN AIDS STAMP SALE - 
IN FIGHT ON TUBERCULOSIS. 


Orders Little Pasters to Be Used on All 
Mail Sent from Executive Offices— 
Bankers of State Also Help.

Gov. Deneen announced yesterday that he 
would see that a Red Cross Christmas stamp 
was .placed on each piece of mail sent out 
from the executive office at Spritig¢field from 
now until Christmas. 

This statement was .made to Frank E. 
Wing, superintendent of the Chicago Tuber- 
cuiosis institute. The governor said that he 
hed left directions with his office force to 
obtain the stamps from Mrs. Henry J. Davis, 
head of the Springfield Woman's club stamp 
committee. It is expected that other state 
officers will follow the governor's example. 

Bankers in all parts of the state outside 
of Chicago also are taking a hand In the 
campaign and thousands of stamps arer be- 
ing disposed of with thelraid. In many cases 
the banks themselves have undertaken to 
hahdle the “little bullets against tubercu- 
losis,”” and in other instances they have ar- 
ranged with mercBants in their communities 
to become agent#@ for the “penny pasters,”’ 
and nearly @ll of the banks are buying some 
stamps outright. 

Nearly 300,000 stamps have been sold, but 
it is hoped to put 8.000.000 on the market.

He evaded the point 
when on the witness stand. Though he stated 
in his bill that his wife “ deserted him in Jan- 
wary, 1904,” the county recorde show the 
woman was not adjudged ingane and com- 
mitted to Elgin unti) Dec. 7, 1004. 

Rumor .has it that Counselman will base 
his defense on the ground that his wife was 
enjoying a lucid interval in January, 1004, 
when they are supposed to have separated, 
and will assert that her relatives prevented 
her return to him, but the effect of this, it 
is seid, will be offset by showing that the 
separation was not of two years’ duration, 
as the statutes fix for desertion divorces. 

Counselman was wrong again, said Mr. 
Moses, when he swore his wife was a resi- 
dent of Kenosha, Wis., for as an Insane per- 
son she could not legally be a resident there 
because there was no intent.. The committee 
holds that Mrs. Counselmafnm still is a resi-

“Ts it true that other monkeys will take 
care of a sick one?’’ a woman asked, and 
when she was assured it was there was a 
murmured chorus of ‘'O, did you ever?’ 
‘“Tgn’'t that perfectly lovely?" Then the 
keeper told how, when a few months ago the 
newly arrived baby orang-outang became 
ill. he took it to his home, where he and his 
wife cared for it as they wouki for a real 
baby. . 

Sympathy for Ill Orang-Outang. 


“The Httle animal was real sick and so 


= 
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sympathetic,’’ Mr. De Vry said. “ My wife 
watched it during the day and I sat up at 
night. The anima! would be restless at times 
and would become quiet only when my wife 
would cafress it and hold its little hand. ‘The 
baby died a few days afterwards and we 
both were brokermiup over its loss.”’ 

The sympathy of the women was given an- 
other outlet when the animal keeper made a 
plea for a better housing of the fifteen buffalo 
now at the zoo. ° 

“There always is more danger from the 
claws of the front feet of vicious beasts than 
from their teeth and we often find it neces- 
sary to cut the nails of lions and tigers when 
placing them in cages with others of their 
species,’’ the speaker said.

Agent Makes an Admission. 

Ald. Taylor then brought out the informa-

e the fight if my proposition fell below the best. 


Explains Coffroth Telegram. 


" Well, we met over at Hoboken and the bide 
were opened. It was then that the twenty-four 
hours’ postponement was decided on. That night. 
at a New York theater, I met,Coffroth and told him 
I thought Rickard) and I would get the bout if 
Johnson favored our bid, for I knew Jeffries and 
Berger liked our proposition and would vote for us. 
That's why Coffroth sent the wire to his friends on 
the coast, telling them he was out of the race and 
that Rickard would be the successful bidder. 

“*‘ And. while I am‘ talking, let me say that our 
bid was the best, and there's no question about it. 
The statement that Rickard and I gave Berger 
$10,000 to sign was a falsehood pure and simple. 
In the first place, we had the permit. The men 
knew we could stage the fight without any trouble 
or interference. In the second place, our moving 
picture offer was by far the best. This proposition 
has been misunderstood. We will not have any- 
thing to say about the pictures. The fighters will 
have full control of them, and simply will turn 
over to us one-third of the profits. This offer made 
@ big hit with Johnson, for he had an idea he 
might get the worst of it if some one else were in 
charge of the pictures, and he were promised only 
@ royaity. 


Real Money Looks Good. 


“That $20,000 bundle of Rickard’s had a lot to 
Go with it, too. Here was McCarey with $5,000 
and no permit, and Graney in the same boat 
Berger and Little knew we had the money and 
plenty of it and knew we would go through with 
what we undertook. Of course, when I was in- 
formed the next. day that Johgson favored us and 
we had clinched the bout, I thought it best to hold 
our next meeting in private. merely to expedite 
matters. We had nothing but business to talk 
and we wanted to talk it and. get it ovér with. 

“So we were successful, and we will begin mak- 
ing arrangements immediately. I am not sure 
where the fight will be held. It may be before the 
Ocean View Athletic club—that's my club—just a 
short ride from San Francisco.
